EXPLOSION IN A LARGE COLLIERY 


The Flooding of a Mine Causes the Accu- 
mulated Gas to Explode—Oue Hundred 
and Fifty Miners Killed. 


Loxvon, February 6.—An explosion 0oc- 
curred today in a colliery at Abershean, Mon- 
mouthshire, ten miles northwest of Newport. 
Three hundred miners were imprisoned, and 
for several hours no communication could be 
had with them.

SHOT BY A BURGLAR. 


A Terrible Struggle in Camak—Lynching 
Probable. 

Norwoop, Ga., February 6.—[Special.]—Mr. 
A. S. Rogers, a prominent merchant of Camak, 
was shot and serionsly wounded this morning 
at 3 o’clock by a negro burglar, who had se- 
cured entrance to his store, where he was sleep- 
ing. The ball took effect between the tenth 
and eleventh rib on the right side, and came 
out at the point of the twelfth rib on the left 
side. The pistol the burglar used was a Smith 
& Wesson, thirty-eight, double acting. Dr. R. 
W. Hubert and son, of Warrenton, were imme- 
diate!y sunmoned, and arrived at the scene in 
about an hour, and have been with Rogers all 
day, watching closely every change. The 
wounded man, at this writing, is resting quietly 
under the influence of opiates. Dr. Hubert 
stated to your reporter that the wound wasa 
dangerous one, and might prove fatal, but he 
was hopeful of Mr. Roger’s recovery. 

THE BURGLAR’S PRESENCE. 

Mr. Rogers Sleeps inthe rear room of his 
store. Ile was awakened by the noise of the 
burglar in the front part, and having no weap- 
on in the room, he quietly stepped out the win- 
dow an! aroused Messrs. Chapman, Boatwright, 
and Verdery to help capture the thief. On ar- 
riving at the store Mr. Rogers proceeded to 
investigate the noise he had heard, and as he 
advanced towards the side door, the burglar 
fired two times from the inside, the second 
shot taking effect as stated above. Mr. Rogers 
fired once, but to no effect.. The burglar then 
ran pursued by Mr. John Chapman, who over 
teok and captured the scoundrel without a 
Weapon. 

THE DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 

The negro sl ot at Mr Chapman twice in the 
chase, but the brave young man never checked 
Bpeed till he caught the villian, when a desper- 
ate struggle ensued. In the scuffle the mur- 
derous wretch drew his knife and would have 
plunged it into his captor, but Mr. Chapman 
Was on the alert. He knocked the Knife from 
his hand, tripped him up and then tied and 
carried him to Warrenton jail for safe keeping 
in charge of Henry Mitchens. 

A braver, more chivalrous deed has never 
been enacted, than the capture of Bob Hill, 
the black villian, by Mr. Chapman. 
Mr. Chapman is’ spare made _ weighs, 
one hundred and thirty and is only 
twenty vears old, while his culprit§is robust® 
and weighs one hundred and ninety pounds. 
The burglar gave his name as Bob Hill, of La- 
Grange. He had in his possession three 
watches, six chains, suit of new clothes, a pair 
of new shoes, and valuables.

The citizens of Camak and vicinity, both 
white and colored, are considorably stirred up 
over the diabolical tragedy, and theindications 
are now that Judge Lynch will settle the case 
before morning. Thelynch law would have 
been indulged in this morning had it not been 
for the counsel of cooler heads.

THE GUARD’S ARMORY. 


He Thinks Two-Thirds of Dr. W. J. Browne 


Is Thrown Away—Mr. Charlie Thorn Was | | 


Made for an Artist. 


Professor William {Windsor, announced as 
“L.L. B.,’ the “eminent phrenojogist and 
anthropologist,” lectured last evening at the 
Gates City Guards’ Armory. 

The audience was rather 2 small one, for 
which fact the weather was partly responsible. 
The lecture was a free one. 

“The Science of Phrenology,”’ was the sub- 
ject. The speaker began by drawing a dis- 
tinction between the science and the art of 
phrenology, one infallible and the other de- 
pending, as to accuracy, upon the skill with 
which the principals were applied in practice. 
No phrenologist, however skillful, 
could claim infallible 
in his observations. He was liable to 
make mistakes, just as a mathematician might 
make an error, though the principles of mathe- 
matics are infallible. 

The scientific part of the lecture is rather too 
technical, with nothing particularly new or in- 
teresting—except the models. There was a 
ghoulish array of these—a little girl’s skeleton 
with the skull sawed open, two or three adult 
skulls, and charts physiological, red, green, 
yellow and blue, models of brains and a quan- 
nee of similar apparatus. 

ne skull was round like a bullet. The other 
was long and thin. The round skull was that 
ofa criminal hung in Mississippi forty-six 
years ago for the murder of an entire family. 
he other skull was that of aharmless old 
woman, a street beggar. 

The professor then told how he had taken 
the two skulls and portrayed the two charac- 
ters. It was remarkable the way the professor 
did—as the professor told it. 

SOMEBODY COME UP. 

The professor then announced that he would 
illustrate his methods by the public examina- 
tion of two or three men, but to show that he 
was perfectly honest in this he wanted the 
audience to select a man. 

‘Nominate a number of men,” was his 
plan. ‘*Then the one that most of you know 
must come up.”’ 

Dr. W. J. Browne was nominated. 

“How many of you know Dr. Browne?” 
asked the professor. 

Only three or four hands went up. 

*“‘Let’s have somebody you all know,” said 
the professor. 

Mr. Frank Hill was nominated. 

Only three or four hands went up. 

Then Dr. John Z. Lawshe and Dr. J. C. 
Avary—there were plenty of hands up, but 
— could be induced to go upon the plat- 
orm. 

Then Dr. Browne was again called for, and 
consented to the examination. 

SHOULD HAVE BEEN A LAWYER. 

As Dr. Browne took his seat upon the plat- 
form, the professor began by measuring the 
~~ his subject’s head in two directions.

JUDGE EMORY SPEER REVIEWS THE 
MISCEGENATION LAW. 


Although Tutty Was Legally Wedded to Rose 
Ward in Washington, They Are Not Hus- 
band and Wife in Georgia. 

Judge Emory Speer rendered his decision 
Wednesday in the Tatty-Ward miscegenation 
case. Neither of the defendants was present, 
but their attorney, James Atkins, was. 
So was Solicitor-General Wallace Fraser, who 

rosecuted the case in the Liberty court. The 
decision was a long and able construction of 
the law on marriage. Belowis the full text 
of the decision : 

It appears from the motion to remand, as well 
as from the petition for removal before the court, 
that the defendant, Charles Tutty, has been for 
many yearsa citizen and resident of Liberty coun- 
ty, inthisstate. The grand jury of that county 
presented an indictment against Tutty, charging 
him With the statutory crime of fornication on 
the ist day of April, 1889, and at other times, with 
one Kose Ward, a woman of African descent, and 
formerly a slave,alsoa citizen of the state of Geor- 
gia and domiciled in the county of Liberty. 

Itappears further that after the indictment was 
found, the said Tutty and the said Rose Ward, or 
Rose Tutty, as she calls herself, repaired to the 
district of Columbia and were married there in ac- 
cordance with what is understood to be the laws 
of the United States for that district. 

REMOVAL ASKED FOR. 

At the trial term of the superior court of Liberty 
county, to wit: On the 3d day of December, 1589, 
and before the trial of the criminal indictments 
above inentioned, both of the parties indicted pre- 
sented to the state court petitions for the removal 
of the cases for trial into this, the circuit court of 
the United States, for this district. The petitions 
are practically identical. They recite the sub- 
stance of the indictment. They deny the fornica- 
tion. They state that the relations between the 
parti¢s, which are described more in detail in the 
pctition, “existed at a time when she (Rose Ward 
or Rose Tutty) was petiiioner’s lawful wife, or un- 
der circurmstances in which he and she were anc 


are secured from lawful prosecution in the 
manner attempted in said case, That peti- 
tioner had Soom duly married to said 
Rose in the district of Columbia, and the acts 


which are charged to have been done, if done at 
all, were, and are,under their lawful executed con- 
tract of marriage with each other in full accord- 
ance with the requirements of the laws then in 
force in said District of Columbia. Petitioner 
further states that the prosecution agalnst him is 
based upon a law of Georgia forever prohibiting 
the relation of marriage between white persons 
and persons of African descent. That such law 
denies to the petitioner the right secured to them 
by the constitution and laws of lhe United States 
providing for equal civil rights of himself and all 
other citizens of the United States to protection 
against the lawsinastate impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts,” 

The Honorable Robert Falligant, of the superior 
court, declined to entertain these motions, where- 
upon the defendants filed in this court a certified 
transcript of the record of the proseedings of the 
Superior court, and on the first day of the term, 
the court having been notified, that the solicitor- 
general of the eastern judicial circuit, who is the 
counsel representing the state of Georgia in its 
criminal prosecutions, would move to remand the 
causes tothe court whence the transcript was 
taken, regularly signed the hearing of the said 
motion for trial. The motion to remand, which 


the court required to be in writing, presents sev- - 


eral grounds. 
REASONS FOR REMANDING. 

1. It is insisted the case should be remanded be- 
cause the defendants made no appearance in the 
state court, and that their bonds were estreated. 
That their counsel—James Atkins—admits that 
he advised his client to remain away from said 
state court, as it was not necessary that they 
should be there in person when said motion for 
removal was made. 

2. Because it appears that the indictments 
against the defendants charged the offense to have 
been committed on the first day of April, 1889, 
whereas it is not pretended that the alleged mar- 
riage took place until the fifteenth day of the same 
month. 

3. Because the defendants have been citizens 
anid domiciled in the county of Liberty for many 
years. That the defendant, Rose Ward, was born 
asiave. That they removed to Chatham county 
after the-finding of the indictmeng, but that while 
domiciled in the county of Liberty and citizens of 
the state, they went to the District of Columbia, 
and were married there in order to evade the laws 
of the state of Georgia, prohibiting marriages be- 
tween whites and blacks, and that immediately 
after sak marriage they returned to the county of 
Liberty. The defendants tiled affidavits to the ef- 
fect that their lives would have been in danger had 
they attended court-in Liberty county, as they 
were bound to do by their bond. 

Without bestowing very greatattention on the 
technical reasons urged for remanding these cases 
it is, in the opinion of the court, the wisest and 
most serviceable course to consider and decide 
the motion upon the grave and important ques- 
tion which it presents. 

CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

Does the law of the state, which prohibits and 
makes void a marriage between individuals of the 
Caucasian and the African races, deprive the 

yarties in this ease of their rights, guarranteed to 

hem by the constitution and laws of the United 
States, or tostate the yuestion as it is more nar- 
rowly presented by the petition of the defendants, 
does this statute of the state have the effect to 
violate the obligation of a marriage contract in 
the sense in which the constitution of the United 
States inhibits state action which violates the ob- 
ligation of a contract? It would, perhaps, be im- 
possible to overstate the importanco of this 
question under the grave and unsettled relations 
which exist between the distinct races now in- 
habiting a large portion of these United States, 
and it will not be wise nor patriotic for a judicial 
officer toevade the vital point of decision as 


. might | erhaps be done in this case, 


GEORGIA’S POLICY. 

By a settled policy of this state,a policy adopted 
with the purpose to preserve, as far as the laws 
may accomolish that result, the purity and in- 
tegrity of the races inhabiting the state, itis de- 
clared, code, section 1,768: 

“Marriage relations between white persons and 
persons of African descent is forever prohibited, 
and such marriage shall be null and void.” 

Section 4,572, code, presests the penalty for 
adultery and fornication between individuals of 
the races, and under this section the indictments 
against the defeudants were found. 

Section 1,710 of the code provides as follows :! 

“All marriages solemnized in another state by 
parties intending at the time to reside in this 
State shali have the same legal consequences as if 
Bolemnized in this state. Parties residing in this 
State can not evade any part of the provisions of 
its laws as to marriage by goinginto another 
Btate for the solemnization of the marriage cere- 
mony.” 

It will be thusseen how 
and distinctly fixed is the purpose. of 
the state of Georgia to prohibit 
within its borders miscegenationas the result of 
marriage between the white and black races. 

These statutes have received judicial construction 
by the supreme court of the state at a period 
when its judges were widely known, not alone for 


clearly recognized 


their conservatism, their -devotion to 
the constitution of the common  coun- 
try, their broad and tolerant liberalty of 


opinion, but also for their profound learning and 
conspicuous intellectual power. 
THE STATE LAW CONCTRUED. 

In Scott against the state of Georgia, 39 Georgia, 
page 321, this decision may be found: Leopold 
Daniels, a Frenchman, had marrried Charlotte 
Scott,a negro woman. They were indicted for 
cohabiting, and thus the question arose. 

Chief Justice Joseph E. Brown pronounced the 
mnanimous opinion of the court, of which the 
other members were the Hon. H. F. McCay, more 
lately the United States jucge for the northern 
district of Georgia, and the Hon. Hiram Warner, 
afterwards himself the illustrious chief justice of 
the state. 

Of the law Chief Justice Brown makes these 
observations: 

“I do not hesitate to say that it was dictated by 
wise statesmanship, and has a broad and solid 
foundation in solid enlightened policy, sustained 
by sound reasonand common sense. The amal- 
| epee of the races is not — unnatural, but 

always productive of deplorable results. Our 
daily observations show us that the offspring of 
these unnatural connections are generally sickly 
and effeminate, and that they are inferior in 
este ye development and strength to the full 

lood of the other races. It is sometimes urged 
that such marriages should be encouraged for the 
purpose of elevating the inferior race. The reply 
as, that such connections never elevate the inferior 
race to the position of the superior, but yhey bring 
down the superior to that of the inferior. They 
are productive of evil, and evil only, without any 
corresponding good.” 

CONVICTIONS IN SIMILAR CASES. 

The court was unanimous that the law was con- 
stitutional, and the conviction of the parties was 
affirmed. 

An identical eonclusion was reached by this 
court, Judge Erskine pronouncing the decision, in 
the case of Hobbs, a white man, and Martha John- 
60n, a colored woman, Ist Woods, p. 537. 

The section of the code above quoted is inter- 

ted, and is held to be not an infraction of the 

ousteenth amendment of the constitution of the 

United States, or-of the laws congress has made 
for ita enforcement. 

In the course of his opinion, page 540, Judge 
Erskine says: 

“Nor, J apprehend, is marriage considered to be 
embraced within that clause of section 10 of arti- 
cle 1, of the national constitution, which prohibits 
the state from passing any law impairing the ob- 
ligation of contracts. 

€ quotes the declaration of Chief Justice Mar- 
shail, in Dartmouth college vs, Woodward, 4 
Wheaton, p. 518, that “the provision in the consti- 
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tution has never been understood to embrace con- 
tracts other than those which respect — or 
some object of value, and confer rights which may 
be asserted in a court of justice. It has never 
been understood to restrict the general rights of 
the legislature to legislate on the subject of di- 
vorce.” 

In another part of the opinion, the same great 

Strate says: 

“The framers of the constitution did not intend 
to restrain the stateSin the regulation of ciyil in- 
stitutions adopted for internal government.” 

NOT TECHNICALLY A CONTRACP. 

Judge Erskine concludes that it is plain that the 
institution of marriage is not, technically, a con- 
tract, nor can it be said to be related to property. 

He quotes the declaration of Mr. Bishop: 

“All our marriage and divorce laws are state 
laws and state statutes; the national courts with 
us not having cognizance of the matter within 
our localities.”’ 

1 Bishop. Marriage and divorce, section 87. 

Calling attention to the fact that the state mar- 
riage regulations did not deny to a eitizen the 
equal protection of the laws, for the punishment 
or penalty adjudged to the colored citizen found 
a of fornication is like that, and none other, 
which is inflicted on the white citizen, he holds 
that the sections of the code of Georgia which in- 
hibit marriage between white persons and per- 
sons of African descent, and which provide for 
the punishment of the colored and white persons 
who are found guilty of the crime of fornication, 
are notin violation of the constitution of the 
United States, and the relators were remanded to 
the state courts. 

The coriclusion of Judge Erskine, that the mar- 
riage contract 1s not contemplated by the prohi- 
bition of the constitution of the United States 
against the impairment of contracts by state leg- 
islation has been, subsequently to the rendition of 
the opinion above quoted, fully sustained by two 
decisions of the supreme court of the United 
States. In the case of Maynard ys. Hill, 125 United 
States, p. 100, 1t was held that marriage is some- 
thing more than a mere contract, though founded 
upon an agreement by the parties. 

When once formed, a relation is created between 
the parties which they cannot change, and the 
rights and obligations of each depend not upon 
their agreement, but upon the law, statutory or 
common, It is an institution of society, regulated 
and controlled by public authority. Legisiation, 
therefore, affecting this institution, or annulling 
a relation between parties, is not within the pro- 
hibition of the constitution of the United States 
against the impairment of a contract by such 
legislation. It may be observed that this decision 
was rendered upon the effect of territorial legisla- 
tion annulling a marriage. A fortiori: Will this 
announcement contro] with reference to the legis- 
lation of astate? The language of Mr. Justice 
Fields is peculiarly apposite and instructive with 
reference to the important controversy before the 
court. 

On page 205 of the decision, 

MARRIGE AND MORALS 

“Marriage, as creating the most important rela- 
tion in life as having more to do with the morals 
and civilization of a people than any other instj- 
tution, has always been subject to the control of 
tne legislature.” 

He cites in many cases where the legislature of 
state have annulled marriagos, He calls atten- 
tion to the fact that this power was formerly 
exercised by the parliament of England, and it 
may, with reason, be asked. if this power has been 
formerly exercised by state legislatures after a 
marriage has been contracted. 

May it with new force and reason, be exerted to 
prevent the marriage, if it wouid be objectionable 
and contrary to public policy? 

Upon the main point upon which the defendants 
here rely, the learned justice says: 

“The only inconsistency suggested is that it im- 
pairs the obligation of the contract of marriage. 
Assuming that the prohibition of the federal con- 
stitution against the impairment of contracts by 
State legislation applies equally, as would seem to 
be the opinion of the supreme court of the terri- 
tory, to legisiation by territorial legislatures, we 
are Clear that marriage is not a contract within 
the meaning of the prohibition.”’ 

He quotes the language of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, quoted surpria. With reference to marriage, 
he says: 

“It is an institution in the maintenance of 
which in its purity the public is deeply interested, 
forit is the foundation of the family and of 
society, without which there would be neither 
Civilization nor progress.” 

HIGH AUTHORITIES QUOTED. 

This view is well expressed by the supreme court 
of Maine, in Adams vs. Palmer, 51 Maine, p. 481, 
483, 

It will be interesting and important to consider 
the language of this case to which Justice Field 
refers. 

Chief Justice Appleton declares: 

“When the contracting parties have cntered into 
the married state,they have entered into a new re- 
lation, the rights and obligations of which rest not 


he declares: 


upon their agreement, but upon the law of the 
State, statutory or common, which detines and 


prescribes those rights, duties and obligations. 
They are of law, not of contract. Their -rights 
under it are determined by the will of the soy- 
ereign, as evidenced by law. It is not, then,a 
contract within the meaning of the clause of the 
constitution which prohibits the impairing of the 
obligation of contracts, It is, rather, a social re- 
Jation, a creation of the law itself; a relation of 
the most importance as affecting the happiness of 
individuals, the first step from barbarism to in- 
cipient civilizaiion, the purest tie of social life, 
and the true basis of human progress. 
MARRIAGE IS MORE THAN A CONTRACT. 

And the chief justice of the Maine supreme court 
cites, in support of this opinion, the case of Ma- 
guire vs. Macuire. 7 Dana, 181, 183,and Ditson vs. 
Ditson, 4 Rhode Island, 87, 101. In the first of 
these, the supreme courtof Kentucky said that 
marriage was more than a contract; that it was 
the most elementary and useful sovereign power 
of the state and might be abrogated by the 
sovereign will whenever the public good would 
thereby be subserved; that being more than a 
contract, and depending especially upon the 
sovereign will, it was not embraced by the consti- 
tutional inhibition of legislative acts impairing 
the obligation of contracts. 

The supreme court of Rhode Island, in the case 
above quoted, declares it is not a contract in the 
sense in which the obligation may not be impaired, 
but one of domestic relations. 

In Wadevs. Calbfieisch, 58 N. Y., 282, itis de- 
éelared to be more than a contract, its relations ai- 
ways reguiated by the government. It partakes 
more of the charaeter of an institution, regulated 
and controlled by public authority, upon princi- 
pies of public poliey, for the benefit of the com- 
munity. 

In Noel vs. Ewing, 9 Ind., 37, it is declared to be 
‘in every enlightened government, pre-eminently 
the basis of civil institutions and thusan object of 
the deepest pubiie concern.” a 

JUDGE STORY’S ANALYSIS. ; 

The illustrious Story, in his great work on the 
Conflict of Laws, paragraph 108, note, fully sus- 
tains this view: 

“It follows within the full precincts of absolute 
and paramount administration by the controlling 
authority, that the marriage contractis not within 
the provision of the inhibitory clause of the con- 
stitution denying to the state the power to impair 
contracts.”’ 

This doctrine has been repeated by the supreme 
court of the United States in the case of Hunt vs. 
Hunt, 131. Appendix to 131 U.5., elxv: 

“The contract of marriage is not a contract 
within the meaning of -the provision in the con- 
stitution prohibiting states frem reimpairing the 
obligation of contracts.’’ 

In the case of Kenny vs. the Commonwealth, 30 
Grattan, 858, reported iu 32 American Reports, 690, 
the precise question in this case was decided ad- 
versely to the defendants here. There a negro man 
anda white woman domiciled in Virginia, went, 
as in this case,tothe District of Columbia, and 
were regularly married, and after remaining there 
ten days returned totheir home in Virginia and 
continued to reside there as husband and wife. 
The law of Virginia, like the law of Georgia, pro- 
hibits marriages between white persons and ne- 

roes. It was held that the parties were liable to 
indictment in Virginia for lewd and lascivious 
cohabitation; that the marriage in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was a mere evasion of 
the laws of Virginia, and could not be. pleaded in 
bar of the prosecution. The case is, therefore, pre- 
cisely in point. There the argument was made 
that the laws of a state, with reference to marriage, 
could not operate extra territoriam. Conceding 
the general rule, the learned court proceeded to 
point out the exceptions, citing Mr. Justice Story 
in his work on the Confiict of Laws, section 113, a: 
“The most prominent, if not the only known ex- 
ceptions to the rule, are those marriages involving 
wolygamy and incest, those positively prohibited 

y the laws of a country upon motives of policy.” 


The case at bar would seem clearly within 
the latter classification. Reference is made 
in the opinion from which we uote 
to the case of Brook vs. Brook, 9th H. 


L. C. 193 margin, 145 bottom. In that case Will- 
iam Leigh Brook married in Denmark Mrs. Emily 
Armitage, his first wife’s sister. The parties were 
lawfully domiciled in England and had gone to 
Denmark ona temporary visit. The marriage was 
lawfulin Denmark. In asuit among the heirs of 
Brook, Vice Chancellor Stuart, with whom sat Mr, 
Justice Creswell, held that the marriage in Den- 
mark was,by the well known law of England upon 
the subject, wholly invalid. 

The case was appealed to he house of lords and 
was there considered with great carefulness. 
Opinions were rendered’ b the Lord 
Chancellor Campbell, Lor Cranworth 
Lord St. Leonards and Lord Wensleydale. 

The lord chancellor declared: 

AN ENGLISH PARALLEL. 

‘‘While the forms of entering into the contracts 
of marriage are to be regulated by the lex loci 
contractus the essentials of the contract depends 
upon the lex domicilii. If the contract of mar- 
riage is such in essentials as to be contrary to the 
law of the country of domicile, and it is declared 
void by that law, it is to be regarded.as void in the 
country of domicile though not contrary to 
law of the country in which it was celebrated. All 
the law lords concurred with the opinion of the 
lord chancellor. The same doctrine is affirmed in 

ina, Williams vs. 


N. C., 251; State vs. Ross, 
Louisiana, 
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assachusetts, 
riages, between parties domiciled at the time in 
the state, as are declared void by the laws of the 
state, will be held invalid no matter where they 
were contracted. 

NOT THE COURT’S PROVINCE, 

The court will not discuss the argument of de- 

fendants counsel to the effect that the intermar- 
riages of White and blacks do not constitute an 
evil or an injury against which the state should pro- 
tect itself. This is a question which has been, as 
we have seen the subject of repeated judicial de- 
liverance, but is no more properly in the opinion 
of this court within the domain of legislative deé- 
bate. 
It is enough, for the purpose of its duty, for the 
court to ascertain that byits legitimate and set- 
tled policy the state of Georgia has declared such 
marriages unlawful and void, and while in this 
country, where the home life of the people, their 
decency and their morality are the basis of that 
vast social structure of liberty and obedience to 
law which exists the patriotic pride of our coun- 
trymen and the admiration of the world, and 
while these attributes of our citizenship should be 
cherished and protected by all in authority, and 
the creatures who defy them should be condemned 
by all, the courts are rarely concerned with the 
policy of the laws which are made to protect the 
community. The policy of the state upon this 
subject has been declared, as we have seen ty. its 
supreme court as well as by its statutes, and itis 
enough to say that this court is unable to discover 
anything in that policy with which the federal 
courts have power to interfere. To discuss the 
topic further might give immediate pain to any 
who are wholly irresponsible for a condition 
which would make them sensitive in its hearing 
or knowledge. : 

It may not be improper to state that the evils 
comprehended in this general topic, are decreas- 
ing. This the observation and testimony of su- 
perintendents of public instruction who have the 
4 mage to observe large numbers of colored 
children, prove to be true. Upon every possible 
consideration this must be deemed an important, 
indeed an absolutely neeessory step toward the 
amelioration of their condition and the pernmia- 
nentadvancement of the race, and to disregard 
the — purposes and efforts of the col- 
ored people themselves, whether by mullifying the 
laws made to prevent miscegenation or by 1gnor- 
ing the vicious practices of the licentious, would 
be as cruel to that race as it wou!d be injurious to 
society, destructive to social order and ruinous to 
the future of a large portion of the country, @ 
future with which the prosperity of the whole 
country is indissolubly connected. The 1 meg 
presented are decided adversely to the defendants, 
and the indictments must be remanded to the 
siate court whence they were removed.

County: The petition of Horace Bumstead, 
Richard h’ Wright, M. E. Strieby, E. J. Penney, 
C. W. Francis, Thomas N. Chase, W. J. White, 
Dana Sherrill, A. F. Beard, C. L. Woodworth, Jo- 
seph E. Smith and Stanley E. Lathrop respect- 
fully represents as follows: On the 16th day of 
October, 1867, the trustees oz the Atlanta uni- 
versity were incorporated by an order of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton county, which is as follows: 
Fulton Superior Court—October Term, 1867.— 
George Whipple, Edward P. Smith, E. M. Cra- 
vath, James Atkins, J. B. Fuller, Wm. Jennings, 
John A. Rockwell, Joseph Wood, Edmund A, 
Ware, James L. Dunning and Frederick Ayer, a 
majority of whom reside in said county, having 
petitioned this court, praying to be incorporated 
and made a body politic and corporate, under the 
namie and title of “The Trustees of the Atlanta 
University,” and pone ger ee having been made, 
as by law required, and there ee no ob- 
jection thereto, it is ordered and adjudged that 
said parties, together with sbch . other 
parties as now are, or may hereafter, be asso- 
ciated with them, be, and they are hereby incor- 
orated, to be located in or near the city of At- 
anta, Fulton county, state of Georgia, for the 
purpose following: 

Section 1. Said corporation shall be vested with 
the right to purehase, hold and dispose of real 
éstate,and to transact, in accordance with the 
laws of Georgia, all the business necessary for, 
and appropriate to, the establishment and man- 
agement of an institution for the liberal and 
Christian education of, youth, with the right to 
employ such amount of capital stock as they may 
see fit, not to exceed two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and for and during the term of 
twenty years, with perpetual succession, in deed 
and in law, to all intents and purposes whatso- 
ever, by the name and title of the ‘Trustees of the 
Atlanta University,” by which name and title they

demise, grant, donation, bargain, sale, convey- 
ance, assurance or will: and the same to grant, 
give, bargain, sell, transfer, assign, convey, as- 
sure, demise, declare to use, and farm, let, and to 
place out on interest for the use of said university 
sniuch manner as tothem shall be deemed most 
beneficial to said institution. and to secure the 
same, their rents, issues, profits, increase and in- 
terests, andtoapply the same for the purpose, 
use and benefit of said university and by the same 
name to sue and be sucd, to implead and be im- 
pleaded in any courts of law and equity in all 
manner of suits, actions and proceedings, what- 
soever, and generally by, andin the same name to 
do and transact all and every the business touch- 
ing, or concerning the premises. Provided, that 
the same do not exceed the value of fifty thou- 
sand dollars net annual income ever and above 
and exclusive of the receipts for the education 
and support of the students of said university. 

Sec. 2. Said trustees shall be empowered tocall a 
meeting at such time and place as a majority may 
appoint, to elect a president, secretary, and treas- 
urer, the treasurer to give such bonds as the board 
of trustees may direct, also to appoint stch other 
office asagents or employes as the events of the 

iniversity may from time to time demand, in all 
cases fixing their compensation. All meetings of 
said board to be called in such manner as the 
trustees shall prescribe, and seven of them s0 as- 
sembled, shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness, a less nuinber to adjourn from time to time. 

Sec. 3. Said board of trustees to have perpetual 

succession in deed and in law, and toadopt a com. 
mon seal, which they may aiter at pleasure, under 
and by which all deeds, diplomas, and acts of the 
we shall pass and be authenticated. 
_ Sec. 4. Said univessity may consist of the follow- 
ing departments, and such others, as the board of 
trustees may establish, normal, collegiate, theo- 
nognee, legal, medical and agricultural. 

The immediate government of the several 
departments shall be entrusted to their respective 
faculties, but the trustees shall regulate the course 
of instructién, prescribe, with the advice of the 
professors, the necessary text hooks, confer such 
degrees and ant such diplomas as are uSually 
conferred and granted by other universities. 

The ard of trustees shall have the 
power to fill all vacancies that may occur and to 
remove any professor or tutor or other officer 
connected with the institution, when in their 
judgment the interests of the university shali re- 
quire it; they shall have the same power to fill all 
vacancies in their own board, as well as to remove 
any trustee when they deem the interest of the 
university shall require it, but that no trustee 
shall be removed without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the whole board.

Said board of trustees shall have full 
power to make all by-laws and regulations what- 
soever, that they may deem necessary to the gov-

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Judge Speer Decides a Notable Case. 
United States Jude Emory Speer’s decis- 
fon in the sensational Tutty-Ward miscege- 
nation case will be found in another column. 
_--> “fhe facts in the case, briefly stated, are 
these: Charles Tutty, a white citizen of 
Liberty county, in this state, went with 
Rose Ward, of that county, a woman of Afri- 
ean descent, to the District of Columbia, 
where they were married, If the two had 
remained in that locality, where marriages 
between the races are legal, they would have 
kept out of trouble, but they returned to 
Liberty county, and were indicted, The de- 
fendants asked for a removal of their case to 
the United States court, assigning various 
reasons for their request. Judge Speer re- 
fused to grant the petition and remanded 
the case to the state court. His opinion 
will repay perusal. It is luminous, strong, 
and tracks the law straight along. 

It is, of course, possible that Tutty and 
hhis black sweetheart will make their escape, 
but it is a settled fact that they cannot re- 
side in Georgia as manand wife. Judge 
Speer has made the law of the case so plain 
that a similar attempt to dodge the Georgia 
statute agaiust such marriages will probably 
never be made again. 


- 
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Electric Wires in England. 

Electric lighting is a new thing in Eng- 
Jand, and the able scientists of that country 
are filling the magazines and newspapers full 
of valuable information and alarming warn- 
ings. 

Charles W. Vineent, a recent writer in a 
British monthly, tells his countrymen that 
with the laying of overhead wires and under- 
ground conductors, people must be prepared 
to face perils heretofore unknown. - 

Mr. Vincent says that electricity is danger- 
ous in three ways. When in great quantity, 
but of small intensity, it destroys by fusion 
conductors of insufficient capacity and semi- 
conductors. 

gain, when it is of high intensity, it 
Hestroys insufficient or semi-conductors by 
disrupting or heating, or both, and frequently 
leaves its road, and marks out a new path- 
Way. 

Lastly, whenever electricity enters or 
leaves an electric conductor, by its mere 
presence in one, it evokes a momentary cur- 
rent of clectricity in neighboring conductors. 
This is called induction. 

The English authority quoted says that to 
make electric lighting safe we must have 
conducting wires of large size and great 
capacity and conductivity, perfect insulation, 
eurrents of low tension and installations for 
limited areas. 

After reading this discouraging essay we 
cannot blame the Londoners if they pro- 
test against the new mode of lighting, espe- 
cially when the fact is considered that it is 
proposed tosend alternating currents through 
the streets of London at a pressure of from 
10,000 to 15,000 volts. 

It is all right—or will be. - Steam fright- 
ened people when it was firstintroduced. It 
still destroys and kills, but we must have it. 
So it is with electricity. It is a necessity, 
and we are going to regulate it. 


Major Serpa Pinto’s Future. 

The sudden popularity of Major Serpa 
Pinto, in Portugal, is perfectly natural under 
the circumstances. 

It caused a thrill of pride to run through 
the Portuguese masses when this bluff sol- 
dier made a stand against the English in 
Africa for the rights of his country, and it is 
mo wonder that he became a popular hero. 

But Major Pinto isin danger. Because 
the Portuguese are cheering him, just now, 
it does not follow that heis cut out for a 
great general, statesman or leader. The 
probability is that we have seen him at his 
best—as a rough soldier who has the man- 
hood to indulge in a little game of bluff with 
asuperior power. Taking this view of the 
case, we must regret his weakness in yield- 
ing so far to his friends as to accept their 
call to the leadership of the republicans who 
now have designs against the throne. 

Time and again, in many countries, the 
experiment has been tried of bringing a 
brave soldier to the front in politics, and 
many times the experiment has resulted dis- 
astrously. The new Portuguese leader may 
fail ignominiously like Boulanger, when he 
attempts the role of that gallant soldier and 
incapable politician. Even if he should 
succeed in overturning the monarchy he 
would probably be tempted to make himself 
military dictator. But we do not believe 
that the major will get to that point. The 
government liked him well enough in his 
place out in Africa, but when he comes home 
to kick upa row, it will be quite another 
matter. 

The adventurer should be prudent. He 
as venturirg into a new and untried field. It 
may be on the cards that he will shortly be 
tried by a drum head courtmartial, and 


sentenced to be shot at daybreak. Such 
things have happened before.

Electing Postmasters, 

The New York World is openly in favor of 
amending the constitution so as to make 
postmasters elective by the people of the 
postofiice districts. 

The argument in favor of the change is 
that federal patronage is an evil of increasing 
magnitude, demoralizing the public service, 
making the president an autocrat, and inter- 
fering with executive and legislative business. 
Besides, it is urged that the people want for 
@ postmaster a man liked and_ trusted by 
them, without regard to his polities. Intwo 
recent instances, at Brattleboro, Vermont 
and at Newtonville, Massachusetts the 
republicans followed the request of their 
conzressmen, and expressed their preference 
for a postmaster at the polls. In both cases 
they selected democrats.

Then, too, it should 
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not be forgotten that

an evil. The loss of time and. labor, the 

money wasted, the dissipation and strife 

resulting from many campaigns and elections 

cannot be estimated. 

The action of the republicans of two New 
England towns in selecting democrats for the 
postoflice does not make it very clear that 
as arule the people would elect their best 
men to that position. It was the theory of 
the founders of our government that the 
best men would be chosen in all elections, 
but the facts for a hundred years or more 
have not sustained that theory. We have 
our doubts about elective postmasters.

Foreigners in New York. 

The New York police report is an inter- 
esting comment on the character of the 
foreign population of the country. In the 
first place there are only 80,000 arrests now 
against 72,000 twenty years ago, when the 
city had only 940,000 people. The three- 
quarters of a million people who have been 
added to the population since, are largely 
foreigners, yet it does not appear that they 
have added to the number of arrests. On 
the contrary, there has been a large propor- 
tional diminution in the number of crimes. 
It cannot be said that detection and arrest 
are any less certain than they were twenty 
years ago. A more probable inference is 
that the increased efficiency of the police has 
been one of the factors in the diminution of 
crime, but the difference is so large that it 
cannot be wholly attributed to that. The 
classification of criminals is significant. Of 
the foreigners arrested within the last quar- 
ter, 794 were Italians, 590 were Russians 
and Poles, 129 were Frenchmen, 50 were 
Hungarians, and 19 were Bohemians. The 
Italians who transplanted the bloody order 
of the mafia to this country are reckoned 
among the worst criminals of the metrop- 
olis. 

It has been the custom to attribute to the 
whole of the foreign population the devilish 
disposition of the anarchist, but these figures 
show that in this, as in everything else, 
great injustice may be done by imputing to 
a class the sins of the worst individuals in- 
cluded in it. Weshould make the distinc- 
tion between the ‘socialists and the anarch- 
ists. The latter, who are very few, desire 
the annihilation of the state, the former, 
who are more numerous, have been educated 
by a strong government to the idea of patern- 
alism, and have not grasped the idea of self- 
reliance in the citizen. The German gov- 
ernment encourages the idea of state social- 
ism, and itis not surprising that Germans 
who come over here should expect of the 
state more than it ean provide ina free 
country. By degrees they will grow to the 
stature of citizenship. ‘The anarchists are 
making no great headway, and after awhile 
they will die out. 


Another Color Line Case. 

In a certain school district in California a 
negro child sometime ago went to a white 
public school, and was not admitted. 

The next step was a suit. The action of 
the board of education in refusing to admit 
the negro was susiained. Then the case 
went to the supreme court, and as the law 
was clear a mandate was issued to the school 
authorities to admit the negro. 

The signifinance of the whole business is 
notin the decision of the court, because 
that was controlled by law, but in the action 
of the board of education which reflected 
public cpinion. There are comparatively 
few negroes in California, and the matter is 
not of vital importance to that state. With 
public sentiment, however, firmly fixed it is 
not likely that the California negroes will go 
to white schools, or remain in them if they 
force their way in. 
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Indian Corn in Europe. 

At the Edinburgh exposition, which opens 
in May, the American Indian corn exhibit 
will be a notable feature. 

The lord provost of Edinburgh and Sir 
Thomas Clark, chairman of the executive 
committee, have taken a lively interest in 
making public the merits of Indian corn as 
food, of which they have heard so much, 
and know so little. 

All this may strike our people as a singu- 
lar thing, but it is a fact that in Europe the 
people have never shown the slightest dispo- 
sition to touch an article of food which in 
this country needs no recommendation. In- 
deed, at the time of the great Irish famine 
in the forties, when the Americans sent over 
ship loads of provisions, as well as money, 
the half-starving people of Ireland did not 
take kindly to ourcorn meal. Scientific ex- 
perts lectured and wrote about the matter, 
and gave instructions for cooking it, but it 
did not suit the European stomach. Many 
suffering people at that time refused to taste 
it, and they were encouraged by the 
better classes, who did not hesitate to say 
that Indian corn was unfit for food, and if 
eaten, wonld cause disease, and -possibly 
death. 

This is very interesting, not to say amus- 
ing, tothe American who has eaten Johny 
cake in Maine and pone bread in Texas, and 
yet it appears to be altogether inexplicable. 
It is to be hoped that at the Edinburgh ex- 
position somebody will be present who will 
be able to teach the Scotchmen some of the 
simple secrets of our Georgia plantation 
cookery.

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THE SCIENCE OF MUSIC. 
Professor Sternberg’s Excellent Lecture on 
Music—Its Effect on Humanity. 

A brilliant lecture on music was given last 
evening by Professor Sternberg at the Uni- 
tarian church. After declaring his intention 
to do as little violence as possible to the Eng- 
lish language, Professor Sternberg proceeded 
in well-chosen terms to entrance his audience 
by a lucid and exhaustive explanation of his 
subject. 

To shew the power of music, the lecturer re- 
called the opening scene in Goethe’s Faust, 
when the learned doctor, worn out by a life of 
failure, was about to take his own life, and 
just as he put the poison to his lips, the sound 
of the Easter hymn from the neigh- 
boring church reached him and renewed his 
love of life. 

Professor Sternberg divided music into its 
componant parts; he showed how the vibra- 
tion of air causes sound and if the vibrations 
were irregular the result was noise, and if reg- 
ular musical tone was the result. Melody, 
harmony and by them he said are the three 
elements which constitute music. 

The lecture was illustrated by frequent. ex- 
amples on the piano. In conclusion Professor 
Sternberg spoke of the power of music over 
the masses and the insane, and strongly advo- 
cated the study of science in the public 
schoois.

Judge Speer Decides a Notable Case. 

United States Jude Emory Speer’s decis- 
fon in the sensational Tutty-Ward miscege- 
nation case will be found in another column. 

‘The facts in the case, briefly stated, are 
these: Charles Tutty, a white citizen of 
Liberty county, in this state, went with 
Rose Ward, of that county, a woman of Afri- 
ean descent, to the District of Columbia, 
where they were married. If the two had 
remained in that locality, where marriages 
between the races are legal, they would have 
kept out of trouble, but they returned to 
Liberty county, and were indicted. The de- 
fendants asked for a removal of their case to 
the United States court, assigning various 
reasons for their request. Judge Speer re- 
fused to grant the petition and remanded 
the case to the state court. His opinion 
will repay perusal. It is luminous, strong, 
and tracks the law straight along. 

It is, of course, possible that Tutty and 
his black sweetheart will make their escape, 
but it is a settled fact that they cannot re- 
side in Georgia as manand wife. Judge 
Speer has made the law of the case so plain 
that a similar attempt to dodge the Georgia 
statute agaiust such marriages will probably 
never be made again.

Electric Wires in England. 

Electric lighting is a new thing in Eng- 
Jand, and the able scientists of that country 
are filling the magazines and newspapers full 
of valuable information and alarming warn- 
ings. 

Charles W. Vincent, a recent writer in a 
British monthly, tells his countrymen that 
with the laying of overhead wires and under- 
ground conductors, people must be prepared 
to face peri!s heretofore unknown. 

Mr. Vincent says that electricity is danger- 
ous in three ways. When in great quantity, 
but of small intensity, it destroys by fusion 
conductors of insufficient capacity and semi- 
conductors. 

Again, when it is of high intensity, it 
fiestroys insufficient or semi-conductors by 
disrupting or heating, or both, and frequently 
leaves its road, and marks out a new path- 
way. 

Lastly, whenever electricity enters or 
leaves an electric conductor, by its mere 
presence in one, it evokes a momentary cur- 
rent of clectricity in neighboring conductors. 
This is called induction. 

The English authority quoted says that to 
make electric lighting safe we must have 
conducting wires of large size and great 
capacity and conductivity, perfect insulation, 
currents of low tension and installations for 
limited areas. 

After reading this discouraging essay we 
cannot blame the Londoners if they pro- 
test against the new mode of lighting, espe- 
cially when the fact is considered that it is 
proposed tosend alternating currents through 
the streets of London at a pressure of from 
10,000 to 15,000 volts. 

It is all right—or will be. Steam fright- 
ened people when it was firstintroduced. It 
still destroys and kills, but we must have it. 
So it is with electricity. It is a necessity, 
and we are going to regulate it. 


Major Serpa Pinto’s Future. 

The sudden popularity of Major Serpa 
Pinto, in Portugal, is perfectly natural under 
the circumstances. 

It caused a thrill of pride to run through 
the Portuguese masses when this bluff sol- 
dier made a stand against the English in 
Africa for the rights of his country, and it is 
mo wonder that he became a popular hero. 

But Major Pintois in danger. Because 
the Portuguese are cheering him, just now, 
it does not follow that heis cut out for a 
great general, statesman or leader, The 
probability is that we have seen him at his 
best—as a rough soldier who has the man- 
hood to indulge in a little game of bluff with 
asuperior power. Taking this view of the 
case, we must regret his weakness in yield- 
ing so far to his friends as to accept their 
call to the leadership of the republicans who 
now have designs against the throne. 

Time and again, in many countries, the 
experiment has been tried of bringing a 
brave soldier tothe front in politics, and 
many times the experiment has resulted dis- 
astrously. The new Portuguese leader may 
fail ignominiously like Boulanger, when he 
attempts the role of that gallant soldier and 
incapable politician. . Even if he should 
succeed in overturning the monarchy he 
would probably be tempted to make himself 
military dictator. But we do not believe 
that the major will get to that point. The 
government liked him well enough in his 
place out in Africa, but when he comes home 
to kick up a row, it will be quite another 
matter. 

The adventurer should be prudent. He 
as venturirg into a new and untried field. It 
may be on the cards that he will shortly be 
tried by a drum head courtmartial, and 


sentenced to be shot at daybreak. Such 
things have happened before.

The New York World is openly in favor of 
amending the constitution so as to make 
postmasters elective by the people of the 
postoffice districts. 

The argument in favor of the change is 
that federal patronage is an evil of increasing 
magnitude, demoralizing the public service, 
making the president an autocrat, and inter- 
fering with executiveand legislative business. 
Besides, it is urged that the people want for 
@ postmaster a man liked and trusted by 
them, without regard to his politics. Intwo 
recent instances, at Brattleboro, Vermont, 
and at N ewtonville, Massachusetts. the 
republicans followed the request of ‘their 
consressmen, and expressed their preference 
for a postmaster at the polls. In both cases 
they selected democrats,

The loss of time and labor, the 
money wasted, the dissipation and strife 
resulting from many campaigns and elections 
cannot be estimated. 

The action of the republicans of two New 
England towns in selecting democrats for the 
postoffice does not make it very clear that 
as a rule the people would elect their best 
men to that position. It was the theory of 
the founders of our government that the 
best men would be chosen in all elections, 
but the facts for a hundred years or more 
have not sustained that theory. We have 


Foreigners in New York. 

The New York police report is an inter- 
esting comment on the character of the 
foreign population of the country. In the 
first place there are only 80,000 arrests now 
against 72,000 twenty years ago, when the 
city had only 940,000 peopie. The three- 
quarters of a million people who have been 
added to the population since, are largely 
foreigners, yet it does not appear that they 
have added to the number of arrests. On 
the contrary, there has been a large propor- 
tional diminution in the number of crimes. 
It cannot be said that detection and arrest 
are any less certain than they were twenty 
years ago. A more probable inference is 
that the increased efficiency of the police has 
been one of the factors in the diminution of 
crime, but the difference is so large that it 
cannot be wholly attributed to that. The 
classification of criminals is significant. Of 
the foreigners arrested within the last quar- 
ter, 794 were Italians, 590 were Russians 
and Poles, 129 were Frenchmen, 50 were 
Hungarians, and 19 were Bohemians. The 
Italians who transplanted the bloody order 
of the mafia to this country are reckoned 
among the worst criminals of the metrop- 
olis. 

It has been the custom to attribute to the 
whole of the foreign population the devilish 
disposition of the anarchist, but these figures 
show that in this, as in everything else, 
great injustice may be done by imputing to 
a class the sins of the worst individuals in- 
cluded in it. Weshould make the distinc- 
tion between the socialists and the anarch- 
ists. The latter, who are very few, desire 
the annihilation of the state, the former, 
who are more numerous, have been educated 
by a strong government to the idea of patern- 
alism, and have not grasped the idea of self- 
reliance in the citizen. The German gov- 
ernment encourages the idea of state social- 
ism, and itis not surprising that Germans 
who come over here should expect of the 
state more than it can provide ina free 
country. By degrees they will grow to the 
stature of citizenship. The anarchists are 
making no great headway, and after awhile 
they will die out. 


Another Color Line Case. 

In a certain school district in California a 
negro child sometime ago went to a white 
public school, and was not admitted. 

The next step was a suit. The action of 
the board of education in refusing to admit 
the negro was sustained. Then the case 
went to the supreme court, and as the law 
was clear a mandate was issued to the school 
authorities to admit the negro. 

The signifinance of the whole business is 
notin the decision of the court, because 
that was controlled by law, but in the action 
of the board of education which reflected 
public epinion. There are comparatively 
few negroes in California, and the matter is 
not of vital importance to that state. With 
public sentiment, however, firmly fixed it is 
not likely that the California negroes will go 
to white schools, or remain in them if they 
force their way in. 
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Indian Corn in Europe. 

At the Edinburgh expositien, which opens 
in May, the American Indian corn exhibit 
will be a notable feature. 

The lord provost of Edinburgh and Sir 
Thomas Clark, chairman of the executive 
committee, have taken a lively interest in 
making public the merits of Indian corn as 
food, of which they have heard so much, 
and know so little. 

All this may strike our people as a singu- 
lar thing, but it is a fact that in Europe the 
people have never shown the slightest dispo- 
sition to touch an article of food which in 
this country needs no recommendation. In- 
deed, at the time of the great Irish famine 
in the forties, when the Americans sent over 
ship loads of provisions, as well as money, 
the half-starving people of Ireland did not 
take kindly to ourcorn meal. Scientific ex- 
perts lectured and wrote about the matter, 
and gave instructions for cooking it, but it 
did not suit the European stomach. Many 
suffering people at that time refused to taste 
it, and they were encouraged by the 
better classes, who did not hesitate to say 
that Indian ccrn was unfit for food, and if 
eaten, wonld cause disease, and possibly 
death. 

This is very interesting, not to say amus- 
ing, tothe American who has eaten Johny 
cake in Maine and pone bread in Texas, and 
yet it appears to be altogether inexplicable. 
It is to be hoped that at the Edinburgh ex- 
position somebody will be present who will 
be able to teach the Scotchmen some of the 
simple secrets of our Georgia plantation 
cookery. If our pones and dodgers, ete., 
are given half a chance, they will win their 
way on the other side of the sea. 


Attempting the Impossible. 

Speaker Reed is having trouble with his 
new rules. 

The problem which the Maine statesman 
ls attempting to solve is one of peculiar per- 
plexity. He desires to formulate a set of 
rules under which the republicans, while 
they hold a majority, will have every advan- 
tage, and yet he hopes to arrange them so 
that they will not give a democratic majority 
the same benefit. 

Now, Speaker Recd must have heard, 
even in his boyhood, old sayings to the ef- 
fect that it isa poorrule that won’t work 
beth ways, and that what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce forthe gander. From these 
brief maxims he should have learned the 
hopelessness of the task before him. No 
cunning trick, no double-meaning words can 
possibly frame rules that will mean one thing 
under arepublican majority, and another 
thing under a democratic majority. The 
English language is equal to almost any- 
thing, but it is not the adjustable, back-action 
concern that Speaker Reed needs for his pur- 
pose. 

It is a waste of time to attempt the im- 
possible. The speaker and his henchmen 
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house. If they try any extraordinary experi- 
ments with parliamentary law they will cer- 
tainly suffer before the fun is over. The 
sensible thing for them to do is to frame a 
good working set of rules, suited to the bus- 
iness of the body, and in the line of time- 
honored precedents. Then the business of 
the house will proceed smoothly, and the in- 
terests of the country will havé a better 
showing. 

If Speaker Reed secures a set of bad rules, 
so much the worse for him.

THE SCIENCE OF MUSIC, 
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Professor Sternberg’s Excellent Lecture on 
Music—Its Effect on Humanity. 

A brilliant lecture on music was given last 
evening by Professor Sternberg at the Uni- 
tarian church. After declaring his intention 
to do as little violence as possible to the Eng- 
lish language, Professor Sternberg proceeded 
in well-chosen terms to entrance his audience 
by a lucid and exhaustive explanation of his 
subject. 

To shew the power of music, the lecturer re- 
called the opening scene in Goethe’s Faust, 
when the learned doctor, worn out by a life of 
failure, was about to take his own life, and 
just as he put the poison to his lips, the sound 
of the Easter hymn from the neigh- 
boring church reached him and renewed his 
love of life. 

Professor Sternberg divided music into its 
componant parts; he showed how the vibra- 
tion of air causes sound and if the vibrations 
were irregular the result was noise, and if reg- 
ular musical tone was the result. Melody, 
harmony and by them he said are the three 
elements which constitute music. 

The lecture was illustrated by frequent. ex- 
amples on the piano. In conclusion Professor 
Sternberg spoke of the power of music over 
the masses and the insane, and strongly advo- 
cated the study of science in the public 
schools.

ance with the requirements of the laws then in 
force in said District of Columbia, Petitioner 
further states that the prosecution against him is 
based upon a law of Georgia forever prohibiting 
the relation of marriage between white persons 
and persons of African descent. Phat such law 
denies to the petitioner the right secured to them 
by the constitution and laws of lhe nited States 
providing for equal civil rights of himself and all 
other citizens ot the United states to protection 
against the Jaws ina state Impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts,” ; 

The Honorable Robert Falligant, of the superior 
court, declined to entertain these motions, where- 
ppon the defendants filed in this court a certified 

transcript of the reeord of the progeedings of the 
guperior court, and on the first day of the term, 
the court having been notified, that the solicitor- 
general of the eastern judicial circuit, who is the 
gounsel representing the state of Georgia In its 
criminal prosecutions, would move to remand the 
causes tothe court whence the transcript was 
taken, regularly signed the hearing of the said 
motion for trial. The motion to remand, which 
the court required to be in writing, presents sey- 
eral grounds. 
REASONS FOR REMANDING. 

1. It is insisted the case should be remanded be- 
cause the defendants made no appearance in the 
state court, and that their bonds were estreated. 
That their counsel—James Atkins—admits that 
he advised his client to remain away from said 
state court,as it was not necessary that they 
should be there in person when said motion for 
removal was made. 

2. Because it appears that the indictments 
against the defendants charged the offense to have 
been committed on the tirst day of April, 1889, 
whereas it is not pretended that the alleged mar- 
riage took place until the fifteenth day of the same 
month. 

3. Because the defendants bave been citizens 
and domiciled in the county of Liberty for many 
years. That the defendant, Rose Ward, was born 
asiave. That they removed to Chatham county 
after the-finding of the indictmeng, but that while 
domiciled in the county of Liberty and citizens of 
the state, they went to the District of Columbia, 
and were married there in order to evade the laws 
of the state of Georgia, prohibiting marriages be- 
tween whites and blacks, and that immediately 
fier said marriage they returned to the tounty of 
Liberty. The detendants filed affidavits to the ef- 
fect that their lives would have been in danger had 
they attended court-in Liberty county, as they 
were hound to do by their bond. 

Without bestowing very greatattention on the 
technical reasons urged for remanding these cases 
it is, in the opinion of the court, the wisest and 
most serviceabie course to consider and decide 
the motion upon the grave and important ques- 
tion which it presents. 

CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

Does the law of the state, which prohibits and 
makes void a marriage between individuals of the 
Caucasian and the African races, deprive the 

rties in this case of their rights, guarranteed to 

em by the constitution and laws of the United 
States, or to state the vuestion as it is more nar- 
rowly presented by the petition of the defendants, 
does this statute of the state have the effect to 
Violate the obligation of a marriage contract in 
the sense in which the constitution of the United 
States inhibits state action which violates the ob- 
ligation of acontract? It would, perhaps, be im- 
possible to overstate the importanco of this 
question under the crave and unsettled relations 
which exist between the distinct races now in- 
habiting a large portion of these United States, 
and it will not be wise nor patriotic for a judicial 
officer toevade the vital point of decision as 
might ; erhaps be done in this case, 
GEORGIA’S POLICY. 

By a settled policy of this state,a policy adopted 
with the purpose to preserve, as far as the laws 
May accomolish that result, the purity and in- 
tegrity of the races inhabiting the state, itis de- 
clared, code, section 1,768: 

“Marriage relations between white persons and 
persons of African descent is forever prohibited, 
and such marriage shal] be null and void.” 

Section 4,572, code, presests the penalty for 
adultery and fornication between individuals of 
the races, and under this section the indictments 
against the defeudants were found. 

Section 1,710 of the code provides as follows :3 

“All marriages solemnized in another state by 
parties intending at the time to reside in this 
State shali have the same legal consequences as if 
Bolemnized in this state. Parties residing in this 
State can not evade any part of the provisions of 
its laws as to marriage by going into another 

. for the solemnization of the marriage cere- 


It will be thusseen how clearly recognized 
and distinctly fixed is the purpose of 
the state of Georgia to prohibit 


Within its borders miscegenationas the result of 
Marriage between the white and black races. 
These statutes have received judicial construction 
by the supreme court of the state at a period 
when its judges were wldely known, not alone for 


their conservatism, their -devotion to 
the constitution of the common coun- 
try, their broad and _ tolerant liberalty of 


Opinion, but also for their profound learning and 
Conspicuous intellectual power, 
THE STATE LAW CONCTRUED. 

In Scott against the state of Georgia, 39 Georgia, 
page 321, this decision may be found: Leopold 
Daniels, a Frenchman, had marrried Charlotte 
Scott, a negro woman. They were indicted for 
cohabiting, and thus the question arose. 

Chief Justice Joseph E. Brown pronounced the 
Bnanimous opinion of the court, of which the 
other members were the Hon. H. F. McCay, more 
a the 1 hited States jucge for the northern 

a of Georgia, and the Hon. Hiram Warner 
aiterwards himself the illustrious chief justice of 

e state. 

Of the law Chief Justice Br

“I do not hesitate to say that it was dictated by 
wise oe gre rs and has a broad and solid 
foundation in solic enlightened policy, sustained 
by sound reasonand common sense. The amal-

ape productive of deplorable results. Our 
daily observations show us that the offspring of 
these unnatural connections are generally sickly 
and effeminate, and that they are inferior in 
hysical development and Strength to the full 
lood of the other races. It is sometimes urged 
that such marriages should be encouraged for the 
purpose of elevating the inferior race. The reply 
38, that such connections never elevate the inferior 
race to the position of the superior, but ghey bring 
png om a to that of the inferior: They 
© productive of evil, and evil only, withou 
corresponding good.” Pons 
CONVICTIONS IN SIMILAR CASES. 

The court was unanimous that the law was con- 
stitutional, and the conviction of the parties was 
affirmed. 

An identical conclusion was reached by this 
court, Judge Erskine pronouncing the decision, in 
the case of Hobbs, a white man, and Martha John- 
60n, a colored woman, 1st Woods, p. 537. 

The section of the code above quoted is inter- 
reted, and is held to be not an infraction of the 
ousteenth amendinent of the constitution of the 
Jnitend tates. or of the laws congress has made 

~ its enforcement. 

n the course of his opinion, page 540, Judge 

Erskine RAYS: : 

‘Nor, 1 apprehend, is marriage considered to be 
embraced within that clause of section 10 of arti- 
cle J, of the national constitution, which prohibits 
the state from passing any law impairing the ob- 
ligation of contracts. 

le quotes the declaration of Chief Justice Mar- 
shail, in Dartmouth college vs, Woodward, 4 
Wheaton, p. 518, that ‘the provision in the consti- 
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tution has never been understood to embrace con- 
tracts other than those which respect et aed or 
some object of value, and confer rights which may 
be asserted in a court of justice. It has never 
been understood to restrict the general rights of 
the legislature to legislate on the subject of di- 
vorce, 

In another part 

Strate says: 

“The framers of the constitution did not intend 
to restrain the states in the regulation of ciyil in- 
stitutions adopted for internal government.” 

NOT TECHNICALLY A CONTRACP. 

Judge Erskine concludes that it is plain that the 
institution of marriage is not, technically, a con- 
tract, nor can it be said to be related to property. 

He quotes the declaration of Mr. Bishop: 

“All our marriage and divorce laws are state 
laws and State statutes; the national courts with 
us not having cognizance of the matter witbin 
our localities.” 

1 Bishop. Marriage and divorce, section 87. 

Calling attention to the fact that the state mar- 
riage regulations did not deny to a eitizen the 
equal protection of the laws, for the punishment 
or penalty adjudged to the colored citizen found 
guilty of fornicat on is like that, and none other, 
} hee oe “y the white citizen, he holds 
semek ee — of the code of Georgia which in- 

ath age between white persons and per- 
sons of African descent, and which provide for 
the punishment of the colored and white persons 
who are found guilty of the crime of fornication, 
are net in violation of the constitution of the 
United States, and the relators were remanded to 
the state courts. 

The coriclusion of Judge Erskine, that the mar- 
mage contract 1s not contemplated by the prohi- 
bition of the constitution of the United States 
against the impairment of contracts by state leg- 
islation has been, subsequently to the rendition of 
the opinion above quoted, fully sustained by two 
-tareteegg tl ene _wapreme court of the United 
States. 1e case Of Maynard vs. Hill, 125 United 
States, p. 19, it was held that marriage is some- 
thing more than a mere contract, though founded 
upon an agreement by the parties. 

When once formed, a relation is created between 
the parties which they cannot change, and the 
rightsand obligations of each depend not upon 
their agreenient, but upon the law, statutory or 
common, It is an institution of society, regulated 
and controlled by public authority. Legis!ation, 
therefore, affecting this institution, or annulling 
# relation between parties, is not within the pro- 
hibition of the constitution of the United States 
against the impairment of a eontract by such 
legislation. It may be observed that this decision 
was rendered upon the effect of territorial legisla- 
tion annulling a marriage. A fortiori: Will this 
announcement control with reference to the legis- 
lation of a state? 
Fields is peculiarly apposite and instructive with 
a to the important controversy before the 
court. 

On page 205 of the decision, 

MARRIGE AND MORALS 

“Marriage, as creating the most important rela- 
tion in life as having more to do with the morals 
and Civilization of a people than any other instj- 
tution, has always been subject to the control of 
tne legislature.” 

He cites in many cases where the legislature of 
State have annulled marriagos, He calls atten- 
tion to the fact that this power was formerly 
exercised by the parliament of England, and it 
may, with reason, be asked. if this power has been 
formerly exercised by state legislatures after a 
marriage has been contracted. 

May it with new force and reason, be exerted to 
prevent the marriage, if it would be objectionable 
and contrary to publie policy? 

Upon the main point upon which the defendants 
here rely, the learned justice says: 7 

“The only inconsistency suggested is that it im- 
pairs the obligation of the contract of marriage. 
Assuming that the prohibition of the federal con- 
stitution against the impairment of contracts by 
state legislation 5 pe equally, as would seem to 
be the opinion of the supreme court of the terri- 
tory, to legisiation by territorial legislatures, we 
are clear that marriage is not a contract within 
the meaning of the prohibition.”’ 

He quotes the language of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, quoted surpria. With reference to marriage, 
he says: 

“It is an institution in the maintenance of 
which in its purity the public is deeply interested, 
for it is the foundation of the family and of 
society, without which there would be neither 
civilization ner progress.” 

HIGH AUTHORITIES QUOTED. 

This view is well expressed by the supreme court 
of Maine, in Adains vs. Palmer, 51 Maine, p. 481, 
483. 

It will be interesting and important to consider 
the language of this case to which Justice Field 
refers. 

Chief Justice Appleton declares: 

“When the contracting parties have cntered into 
the married state,they have entered.into.a new re- 
lation, the rights and obligations of which rest not 
upon their agreement, but upon the law of the 
State, statutory or common, which defines and 
prescribes those rights, duties and obligations. 
They are of law, not of contract. Their rights 
under it are determined. by the will of the soy- 
ereign, as evidenced by law. It is not, then,a 
contract within the meaning of the clause of the 
constitution which prohibits the impairing of the 
obligation of contracts, It is, rather, a social re- 
lation, a creation of the law itself; a relation of 
the most importance as affecting the happiness of 
individuals, the first step from barbarism to in- 
cipient civilizaiion, the purest tie of social life, 
and the true basis of human progress. 

MARRIAGE IS MORE THAN A CONTRACT. 

And the chief justice of the Maine supreme court 
cites, in support of this opinion, the case of Ma- 
guire vs. Maguire. 7 Dana, 181, 183, and Ditson vs. 
Ditson, i Rhode Island, 87, 101, In the first of 
these, the supreme courtof Kentucky said that 
marriage was more than a contract; that it was 
the most elementary and useful sovereign power 
of the state and might be abrogated by the 
sovereign will whenever the public good would 
thereby be subserved; that being more than a 
contract, and depending especially upon the 
sovereign will, it was not embraced by the consti- 
tutional inhibition of legislative acts impairing 
the obligation of contracts. 

The supreme court of Rhode Island, in the case 
above quoted, declares it is not a contract in the 
sense in which the obligation may not be impaired, 
but one of domestic relations. 

In Wade vs. Calbfieisch, 58 N. Y., 282, itis de- 
clared to be more than a contract, its relations ai- 
ways regulated by the government. It partakes 
more of the charaeter of an institution, regulated 
and controlled by public authority, upon princi- 
ples of public poliey, for the benefit of the com- 
munity. 

In Noel vs. Ewing, 9 Ind., 37, it is declared to be 
‘in every enlightened government, pre-eminently 
the basis of civil institutions and thusan objectof 
the deepest public concern.” 

JUDGE STORY'S ANALYSIS. 

The illustrious Story, in his great work on the 
Conflict of Laws, paragraph 108, note, fully sus- 
tains this view: 

“It follows within the full precincts of absolute 
and paramount administration by the controlling 
authority, that the marriage contract is not within 
the provision of the inhibitory clause of the con- 
stitution denying to the state the power to impair 
contracts.” 

This doctrine has been repeated by the supreme 
court of the United States in the case of Hunt vs. 
Hunt, 131. Appendix to 131 U. S., elxv: 

“The contract of marriage is not a contract 
within the meaning of the provision in the con- 
stitution prohibiting states frem reimpairing the 
obligation of contracts.” 

In the case of Kenny vs. the Commonwealth, 30 
Grattan, 858, reported ia 32 American Reports, 690, 
the precise question in this case was decided ad- 
versely to the defendants here. There a negro man 
and a white woman domiciled in Virginia, went, 
as in this case, tothe District of Columbia, and 
were regularly married, and after remaining there 
ten days returned totheir home in Virginia and 
continued to reside there as husband and wife. 
The law of Virginia, like the law of Georgia, pro- 
hibits marriages between white persons and ne- 

oes. It was held that the parties were liable to 
ndictment in Virginia for lewd and lascivious 
cohabitation; that the marriage in the Dis- 
trict of ¢ ‘olumbia was a mere evasion of 
the laws of Virginia, and could not be pleaded in 
bar of the prosecution. The case is, therefore, pre- 
cisely in point. There the argument was made 
that the laws of a state, with reference to marriage, 
could not operate extra territoriam. Conceding 
the general rule, the learned court proceeded to 
point out the exceptions, citing Mr. Justice Story 
in his work on the Confiict of Laws, section 113, a: 
“The most prominent, if not the only known ex- 
ceptions to the rule, are those marriages involving 

lygamy and incest, those positively prohibited 
by the laws of a country upon motives of policy.”

The lord chancellor declared: 

AN ENGLISH PARALLEL. 

‘‘While the forms of entering into the contracts 
of marriage are to be regulated by the iex loci 
contractus the essentials of the contract depends 
upon the lex domicilii. If the contract of mar- 
riage is such in essentials as to be contrary to the 
law of the country of domicile, and it is declared 
void by that law, it is to be regarded.as void in the 
country of domicile though not contrary to the 
law of the country in which it was celebrated. All

“ol — court within the domain of legislative deé- 

it is enough, for the purpose of its duty, for the 
court to ascertain that byits legitimate and set- 
tled policy the state of Georgia has declared such 
marriages unlawful and void, and while in this 
country, where the home life of the people, their 
decency and their morality are the basis of that 
vast social structure of liberty and obedience to 
law which exists the patriotic pride of our coun- 
trymen and the admiration of the world, and 
while these attributes of our citizenship should be 
cherished aud protected by all in authority, and 
the creatures who defy them should be condemned 
by all, the courts are rarely concerned with the 
policy of the laws which are made to protect the 
community. The policy of the state upon this 
subject has been declared, as we have seen by its 
supreme Court as well as by its statutes, and it is 
enough to say that this court is unable to discover 
anything in that policy with which the federal 
courts have power to interfere. To discuss the 
topic further might give immediate pain to any 
who are.wholly irresponsible for a condition 
which would make them sensitive in its hearing 
or knowledge. 

It may not be improper to state that the evils 
comprehended in this general topic, are decreas- 
ing. This the observation and testimony of su- 
perintendents of public instruction who have the 
opportunity to observe large numbers of colored 
children, prove to be true. Upon every possible 
consideration this must be deemed an important, 
indeed an absolutely necessory step toward tke 
amelioration of their condition and the perma- 
nentadvancement of the race, and to disregard 
the peaterwortty purposes and efforts of the col- 
ored people themselves, whether by mullifying the 
laws made to prevent miscegenation or by ignor- 
ing the vicious practices of the licentious, would 
be as cruel to that race as it wou!d be injurious to 
society, destructive to social order and ruinous to 
the future of a large portion of the country, a 
future with which the prosperity of the whole 
country is indissolubly connected. The questions 
presented are decided adversely to the defendants, 
and the indictments must be remanded to the 
siate court whence they were removed.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Februarv 6.—The stock market 
was more active today and displayed a firm tone 
throughout most of the day, though their was con- 
siderable feverishness, especially in the forencon, 
and some irregularity during the entire session. 
The bears were not so aggressive as usual of late, 
and their feeble attempts to depress prices were 
met by sueb resistance that, during the afternoon 
especia'ly, they were more inclined to endeavor to 
cover their outstanding shorts than to hammer 
the list. Disquieting rumors from Chicago, which 
have been so many of late, were conspicuous by 
their absence, and news from London was of the 
most encouraging character. As a result coal 
especially Reading and Jer- 
sey Central, were much stronger, in 
the former especially large block of shorts 
being covered. The short interest is still very 
large, though today loaning rates were easy. 
Prices again crossed 41, and at that figure a large 
block of stock was supposed to have been sought 
for short account, though the support was evi- 
dently froma clique. Bock Island was strong up 
to 93, at which figure there seemed to be plenty 
of stock for sale, and it was not until late in the 
afternoon that it got much beyond it, though it 
came back again after the close. Foreigners were 
again active in Louisville and Nashville. It scored 
a rise of a full point, though there was no speeial 
activity in the stock. In trusts there was great 
strength shown by sugar on acomparatively small 
volume of business,and it rose from 5614 to 59, re- 
taining most of the improvement at the close. 
Among the mactive stocks, Manhattan’was again 
conspicuous for its strength, being helped by the 
improved prospects of the fair bil, and Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago shotup suddenly 
inthe last hour from 49 to 51%, closing at 51. 
The rest of the list were dul 
and without a feature of importance, 
and dealings reached to a smaller number of 
stocks than for the past few days. Speculative 
activity is still confined principally to operators 
for short account, but declines meet with such 
resistance that traders quickly take the bull side 
onmany appearance of a rally.

It is difficult to discover any cause for the im- 
provement, except the apprehension of some ma- 
nipwation growing out of the short stock in New 
York. All the figures which have come to hand 
today evidence a larger supply of cotton than was 
expected four weeks ago. The overland move- 
ment, as made up by the Financial Chronicle, 1s 
162,000, as against 126,000 last year, while the crop 
in sight, up to this evening, is 6,225,000, or 475,000 
bales in excess of a yearago. Assuming that re- 
‘ceipts from now unti! the end of the season equal 
thdse of last year, this wonld give us a total crop 
of 7,400,000 bales. The Bombay receipts for the 
week are 66,000, as against 73,000 last year, while 
the shipments are 85,000, as against 65,600 last 
year. The hopes of the buils and the fears of the 
bears seem at present entirely tocenter around 
the light New York stock, which is now less by 
nearly 70,000 bales than it has ever been before at 
this season of the year, but should the Liverpool 
market failto follow the advance here we shall 


speedily see an increase in the stock in New York, 


as many of the southern markets are already very 
close to the point at which shipment for delivery 
or contract can protitably be made.

The new bridge isto be completed in six 
months from the signing of the contract, and 
the addition to the courthouse is to be finished 
by January 1, 1891.
